FIRST SESSION OF THE THIRD LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF 
THE TERRITORY OF WISCONSIN. 


Begun and held at Madison, the seat of government, on Monday, 
the seventh day of December, one thousand eight Hundi: d and 
forty; being the day fixed by law for the annual meeting of the 
said Assembly ; 

On which day the members elect to the House of Representa- 
tatives convened in the Representatives’ Hall at 11 o'efock, A. M. 
and the several election districts being called by the former clerk, 
the following named members presented certificates of their elec. 
tion, were severally sworn by the POVSIDOR and thereupon took 
their seats, viz:

The Secretary of the Council being introduced, delivered the 
following message :

Janes and Arndt, have been appointed a committee on the part of 
the Council, to act in conjunction with a similar committee to be 
appointed by this House, to wait on his Excellency, the Governor, 
and inform him that the two Houses have organized, pro tempore, 
and are ready to receive any communication he may wish to make 
to them.” 

Messrs. Brunson and Rockwell were appointed said committee 
on the part of the House. f 

Ordered, That the Council be acquainted therewith. 

Mr. Brunson, from the joint committee appointed to inform the 
Governor of the temporary organization of tlie two Houses, &c. 
reported that they had performed the duties assigned them, and 
were informed by his Excellency that he would address the two 
Houses in person on to-morrow, at 12 o'clock, M. in the Repre- 
sentatives’ Hall.

David Newiand having received a majority of all lie votes, was 
eclared to be duly elected speaker.

The Speaker elect havirg been conducted to the chair, returned 
his thanks in the words following : 


Gentlemen of ihe House of Representatives : 


The honorable distinction you have now been pleased to confér 
upon me, places me under high and lasting obligations, which I 
shall ever cherish with feelings of the most lively gratitude. In 
the discharge of the important duties which wil! devolve upon me, 
in presiding over your deliberations, nothing shall be wanting on 
my part, save that which may arise from the want of ability. To’ 
supply this deficit, I throw myself upon the kind indulgence of 
the House, and invoke its aid as well as its generosity, to impute 
my errors to the proper source. The gravity which I behold on 
every countenance is a sufficient guarantee that you have placed 
the proper estimate upon good order and decorum. Coming as 
we all have, immediately from the bosoms of our constituents, it is' 
presumed we bring with us a tolerable, if not a thorough know- 
ledge of their wants and wishes; which to relieve and gratify is 
doubtless our principal object. That our acts may redound to our 
country’s weal, and finally be crowned by the approbation of our 
constituents, is unquestionably the anxious wish of all. 

Gentlemen: Before taking my seat I cannot refrain from an’ 
expression of grateful thanks to you for the high honor which'by 
your vote you have conferred upon me, and which on my part, f 
assure you, is duly appreciated. 

On motioa of Mr. Dunn, 

Ordéred, That seats be prepared in this hall for the members 
of the Council, preparatory to the reception of the Governors 
message, and that the Clerk acquaint the Council therewith. 

The Council appeared and took seats.

Messrs. Janes, Arndt, Darling and Barber were appointed said 
committee. | 
His Excellency, the Governor was introduced, and delivered 
the following message : 


Fellow citizens of the Counci; and House of Representatives ; 

In taking a retrospect of the past year, our most devout grati- 
tude is called into lively exercise to the Almighty disposer of all 
good for the very abundant harvests with whieh he has been pleased 
to reward the husbandman. — Our citizens are developing the great 
agricultural resources of this Territory ; the teeming earth has 
brought forth in great profusion all the products of the soil usually 
cultiyated ; our climate is of the most genial and salubrious char. 
acter, with a population, intelligent, industrious and enterprising. - 
Our march must be onward ; and the time is not far distant when 
Wisconsin will form one of the most wealthy and populous states 
of this Union. 

As the members of the House of Representatives have been 
recently elected by the people, it is presumed.they will bring with 
them a knowledge of the wants of their constituents, to enable 
them, with the Council, to enact such laws as are suited to their 
condition; and you may rely on my co-operation in support of 
such measures as have for their object the good of our constituents. 

At the last annual session of the Legislative Assembly, I sub. 
mitted to your consideration, and you recommended. by. your 
resolution, to the qualified electors, at the late elections for mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives, to determine by their own 
votes cast at that time, whether they were for or against the opga- 
nization of a State government. 1 am not adyised that there has, 
been any action on the part of the people of the Territory on that 
subject. From the recent census returns made by the United 
States’ Marshal, it appears that Wisconsin has a population of 
amore than thirty thousand people, and it is submitted to-the.xepte- 
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sentatives of the people whether any further action should be taken 
at present preparatory to the formation of a State government. 

In my message to the Legislative Assembly of 1838, I recom. 
rnended the propriety of memorializing Congress, asking them to 
amend the organic law of this Territory, so that the Council may 
be composed of members elected every second year, and' the 
House of Representatives to be composed of members elected 
annually. This subject-has received no definite action on the 
part of Congress. I would again respectfully recomimend your 
memorializing Congress on that subject at the present sessiot 
From the recent returos made by the United States! Marshal; of 
the census of the inhabitants, it appears that the population has 
increased since 1888, more than twelve thousand, who have.no 
representation in the Council. Taxation and representation should 
go together, and every qualified elector shouid be entitled, by law, 
to bis voice in the selection of those who represent his interests im 
the Legislative Assembly. In the most populous coünty in tliis 
Territory there was an understanding between the electors and 
their candidates for the Council and House of Representatives, 
that they were to serve, if elected, for the term of two years in 
the Council, and one year in the House of Representatives. The 
“th section of the Organic Law of this Territory prescribes: * that 
all township officers and all county officers; except judicial offi. 
cers, justices of the peace, sheriffs, and clerks of the courts; shall 
be elected by the people, in such manner as may be prescribed by 
the Governor and Legisiative Assembly. The Governor shall 
vominate, and by and with the advice and consent of the Legis. 
lative Council, shall appoint all judicial officers, justices of’ the 
peace, sheriffs, and all militia officers’ not herein provided for.”’ 
Í would respoctfully recommend to thé’ Legislative Assembly: to 
memorialize Congress, asking thém to so amend'the Organic Law 
of this Territory as to permit the qualified electors in eachecounty, 
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to elect all their county officers, civil and military, which are now 
nominated by the Governor and Legislative Assembly. The ap- 
pointment of county officers is now made by the Executive on the 
recommendation of thé members of the Legislative Assembly 
represetting the different counties. It would be more satisfactory 
to the people to elect all their county officers; and it would be 
more in accordance with the spirit of our republican institutions. 
I have always believed the people competent to govern them. 
selves. The Organic Law creating the Territory of Iowa, has 
been so amended by Congress as to permit the qualified electors 
in that Territory to elect all their county officers ; and no good 
reason can be assigned why Congress should not grant to the 
people of Wisconsin ail the rights and privileges extended to the 
people of Iowa. 

At the late session of the Legislative Assembly I deemed it an 
act of duty to submit the following communication on the subject 
of the Bank of Mineral Point: 

* [t is submitted to your consideration whether it would not be 
advisable to appoint commissioners by law to examine the state 
and condition of the Bank of Mineral Point at such times as they 
may deem the interests of the people to require it, and to make 
their reports at the commencement of each session of the Legis- 
lative Assembly. If the Bank acts in conformity with the provisions 
of her charter she will be interested in letting that fact be known 
to the public; and if she violates her provisions, the interests of 
the community require that legal steps should be taken to arrest a 
state of things so injurious ta the best interests of the people,” 

My views, as submitted on the occasion referred to, are not 
changed. The 21st section of the act to incorporate the stock- 
holders of the Bank of Mineral Point, reads as follows : 

“ Be it enacted, That if the Legislative Assembly of this Ter- 
ritory, or the Legislative authorities which may hereafter exist in 
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any State to be erected in this Territory, in which said Bank may 
be located, shall deem it fit and expedient for the better regulating 
of a banking operation, to require the deposites in a general safety 
.fund, from this and other banks hereafter to be enacted, with the 
view to the adoption of a general system in said Territory, similar 
to that now in operation in the State of New York, and known as 
the Safety Fund System, that then and in that case the charter 
shall be subject so far to be amended as to make it conform to such 
a safety fund system and no further.” 

The New York safety fund system consists of two parts: one 
is to set apart a certain portion of its profits for the redemption of 
its bills, and this is called the fund; the other partis that which 
provides for the appointment of bank commissioners. From the 
wording of the section of the law referred to, it would clearly 
warrant the action of the Legislative Assembly on.this subject. 

The Bank of Mineral Point has issued what is denominated post 
notes, or notes payable at a future day. Thisis a.violation of all 
judicious banking; it is certainly a dangerous power to be exer, 
cised by any banking institution. The time of redeeming her 
notes might be extended to twelve or eighteen months, as well as 
for three or four months. If a bank is permitted to.leave her le. 
gitimate business and enter the field of speculation, by dealing in 
the staple commodity of the country, her capital will always enable 
her. to prostrate individual enterprise; to the great injury of the 
people. Banks are created for the benefit of the people, and 
should be confined to the legitimate purposes for which they were 
chartered. The principle of banking on a large or small capital 
is precisely the same; the greatest gain at the least expense is the 
ruling motive of action in both, and sways with the" same power 
the bank' of one hundred thousand dollars capital in a country 
town; as one of millions in a grèat commercial metropolis: ‘the 
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| 
whole difference consists in the influence and power of their respec. 
uye institutions. | 
Among the subjects of much importance to tbe people, there is | 
one to which I would respectfully call your attention.. That as, 
the creating corporations and granting charters. (Corporations 
gre of two classes: those established for public purposes, and 
those for purposes of a private nature. The first class consists 


of those for religious purposes, as churches; for the promotion of: 


the arts and sciences, as colleges, academies, &c. and for all pur. 
poses of public utility, to the attainment of which individualmeans 
and exertions are inadequate, under proper aud judicious regula. 
tions, subjecting them to the control of the Legislative Assembly, 
should be encouraged and sustained. ‘The other elass, em. 
bracing those of a private nature, ought not, in my opinion, tobe 
increased in number. Charters for mining companies, ‘ferries, 
and, for other purposes, have been granted to all who.have here, 
tofore applied:for them. A few persons collectively have. been 
invested with corporate privileges for a length of time beyond the 
lives of the present generation, securing to: themselves. powers 
and immunities denied to the rest of the.community, creating 
monopolies not only to rival but to put dowi individual enterprise. 

By the first section of an act to. provide. for.aiding -in the 
construction of the Milwaukee and Rock River Canal, ** approved 
Kebruary.20, 1839," the Government was authorized to borrow 
fifty thousand dollars. Accordingly bonds were dssued to. that 
amount,.dn the 12th of March last, executed by: mezin the name 
of. the Territory, and under the authority of the-act of Congress, 
for one thopsarid doilars each, bearing an interest-of six per centum 
per annum,.and payable twenty years thereafter ; sand: in:confor: 
mity.to. the.twentieth section of the act -first referred» to .aboye, 
Byron Kilbourn, Esq. was appointed-the agent-.of the "Territory 
to make sale of said bonds, and the Bank of America, in the city 
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of New:York, designated as the depository of the funds. arising 
therefrom in theeyent of a sgle. 1 have‘not heen officially advised 
by the agent appointed on the part of the Territory, that he has 
negotiated a loan for the amount authorized by law, or any part 
thereof. In acco*dance with the provisions of “An act to amend 
an act to provide for aiding in the construction of the Milwaukee 
and Rock River Canal,” approved January 11, 1840, it is made 
the duty of the canal commissioners, in case a loan should not be 
effected on or before the first day of September, 1840, to apply 
all moneys on hand belonging to the canal funds for the con. 
struction of the-canal. The register and receiver of the canst 
made their reports of receipts and expenditures, dated on the third 
of September last. The receiver had previously made his report 
of-his receipts and expenditures, from November 1, 1839, to Aug. 
5,1840. These reports are submitted for the information ‘of the 
Legislative Assembly. 

I would again respectfully recommend the memorializing Con. 
gress, asking them to extend the right of pre-emption tothe settlers 
on the even sections of land reserved by Congress, by the third 
section of the act making appropriations for the Milwaukee-and 
Rock River Canal. I will submit my viaws on this subject: as:ex. 
pressed.on a former occasion: “I deem it-an act of justice. to 
the settlers on the line of the contemplated canal, that they.should 
be placed on the.same ground they would have occupied liad.they 
not been:located. within the Jimit of the canal lands,.and ‘that: the 
right.of:pre-emption shouldbe. granted theni,at thé minimum price 
of the pablicelands, When they made théir settlenicuts they zio 
doubt'believédithey would participate, in common: withitheir fellow: 
citizens "id <putchasing. their homes ‘at the ‘Govéinmient price. 
Pheythavéhad;-in common. withthe other settlers ori “the public 
lands; ‘to encounter tseries of haxrassing difficulties, incident-to 
the:forniation:ofonew settlements; ‘they have by their energy-and 
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industry enhanced the value of the lands of the United ‘States in 
the immediate vicinity of the contemplated canal route, and ‘are 
entitled, upon principles of justice as well as the usage of the 
Government, to the favorable consideration of Congress.. It has 
been the policy of the Government to extend'every possible indal- 
gence heretofore to occupants of the national domain. This policy 
is wise and just. ‘The Government lands should be sold to set. 
tlers alone, graduating their price according to their value. We 


would then have a population, owners of the soil, attached ta.the 


republican institutións of our country ; the desert itself in & few 
years would become a fruitful field, and where theunsubdued 
forest now stands we would have a free, enterprising popülation. 
Large tracts of counttv in this Territory have been purchased by 
individual speculators or by companies that permit them to lày 
waste until they will command the highest prices, thereby rdtarding 
the settlement of the Territory. The true value of the scil car 
only be explored by labor, and the public lands should cease to be 
an object of speculation when they are so much required for agri: 
cultural purposes." 2 

In conformity to a resolution of the Legislative: Assembly, au- 
thorizing the.appointment of commissioners in the several land 
districts for the location of. the university lands, granted by Con: 
gress, at an early period after the adjournment of the last annud! 
session, I appointed three commissioners to make the. location: 


The commissioner from the Green Bay land district.made his 


report on the 17th of April last, which was submitted. by.me to 
the Secretary.of the Treasury, under the provisions of. an act of 
Congress, approved June 12th, 1888. By a communieaiion re. 
ceived from the Commissioner of the General Land Office;-it 
appears that the locations, as far as they haye been made; of the 
University Lands, haye been approved by the Treasury Depart- 
. ment, and the land officers at Green Bay have been furnished with 
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a list ofthe selected tracts, and have been instructed to withhold 
them: from sale or entry. The number of acres selected from 
that land district is 10,248. No reports have been received from 
the commissioners appointed in the Milwaukee and Wisconsin 
land districts. It is deemed important that the selection of the 
university lands should be made at an early day, in order that 
good selections may be made. Itis to be expected that the choícé 
lands will be enteréd in the different land districts, and the selection 
of these lands may have to be made from the refuse tracts if the 
locations are deferred. 

I would respectfully invite the attention of the Legislative As. 
sembly:to'the propriety of appointing by law a Territorial Geolo- 
gist..:-Much good, I think, might resuit from the appointment of a 
competent individual to that office, throughout the Territory, and 
particularly in the mining region of country. The result of his 
examinations, reported to the Legislative Assembly annually, and 
published, would tend to circulate throughout the Union a know- 
ledge of the great natural advantages and resources of Wisconsin, 
and would’ ‘embrace the discoveries of lead ore which have been 
made i in the mining region, the location of those discoveries, the 
peculiar formation of the strata above, below, and in which lead 
or copper ore is found ; and as the information would accumulate 
from those examinations, they would be extended, the knowledge 
of the miner would be increased and his labors meet with a sure 
reward. : 

I have heretofore in my messages expressed my views fully as 
to the justice and propriety of asking appropriations from Congress 
for the improvement of the nayigation of Rock river. This river 
may be made the great connecting link in the chain of water com- 
munication between the waters of the Mississippi and those of 
Lake Michigan by the contemplated canal, a work [deem of the 
first importance, and must have been considered so by Congress, 
from ‘the liberal appropriations made by that body in land, to aid 
in its completion; and no good reason can be assigned why Con. 
gress should not be equally liberal in granting donations in land 
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for the improvement of the navigation of the Wisconsin’ and For 
rivers, and üniting the waters of those rivers by a short -ehríal'at 
the Portage, as well as forthe improvement of tlie Pecatonica “nd 
Platte rivers; small appropriations by Congress i in lards would 
produce the most beneficial results on the future growth dnd | 
prosperity of the Territory ; besides the lands would be greaily | 
enhanced in value on the different rivers improved, 
Memorials asking appropriations from. Congress for the Sont. 
struction of harbors on the shores of Lake' Michigan, have. been 
forwarded by the Legislative Assembly annually since the-orghp- 
ization of.the Territorial Government. I respectfully-recomimend | 
your eatly‘ action (as the present is a’ short session of ‘Cohgréss) 
on this important subject. I will submit my views-at this time it 
relation to harbors as expressed on a former Occasion eRe yel 
ports of the engineers employed to make the nécessaty siviys for 
this purpose, embrace such accurate topographical’ information,” “ee 
to enable Congress to determine the points best fitted for suchi im* 
provements, and the amonnt of the appropriations necessary. for 
the execution of the work; a due regard shonld be had. in the 
selection of the points, to the commercial facilities required at each, 
and the growth of the surrounding country ; within a short period 
of time, more than a million of dollars have been received into'the 
land office at Milwaukee from the sales of the public lands z' fron 
this fact, and of that of the very small appropriations: made by: 
Congress for harbors or other improvements on our lake border,- | 
who can fail to observe the great inequality which prevails in thé 
distribution of Government favors ; for the protection of the com-- 


merce on our seaboard, millions are expended! in the erection of 
breakwaters, &c., while for watt of harbors’ ot: this lake, vessels’ 
are compelled to encounter the severest gales during the autumaal’ 
season, with little expectation of being able to outridé the stormy 
and it is 4, well established fact, that the commercial trade‘of Lake 
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Michigan has increased ih a ratio far exceeding that of any other 
of the waters of the United States; the settled policy of the Gov- 
ernment too, heretofore, has been to afford every facility to its 
commerce by diminishing as much as possible the dangers of navi. 
gation, and the enterprising citizens who have immigrated to our 


' lake border, have a, reasonable right to expect that the same facil. 


ities will be extended to them which have been afforded to other 
portions of the Union." 

Memorials have been annually forwarded to Congress from the 
Legislative Assembly, since the organization of the Territorial 
Government, ealling their attention to the justice and propriety of 
granting the miners pre-emption rights to their mineral lots, where 
they were held by discovery or purchase, under a permission of 
the superintendent of the United Síates lead mines. That the 
miners have strong claims on the justice and liberality of Congress, 
is apparent to all just and reasonable men; they settled the-min- 
ing region by the express invitation of the Government ; they 
have had, in peace and in war, to encounter all the.difficulties and 
troubles incident to the settlement of new countries, and by their 


‘industry, enterprise, and bravery, have been. the means of explo. 


ring and testing the advantages of the most valuable mineral re. 
gion in the United States. I would respectfully recommend your 
early Action on this subject, as well 'as to the - propriety of asking 
Congress to extend’ the right of ‘pre-emption to actual 'Settlers, wlió 
are located on reservations made by the superintendant of the 
United States lead mines for smelting purposes, as:well as tlie act 
tual settlers on lands located for the half-breed Winnebagoes un. 
der the treaty of 1829, which clain: haa been re-located under the 
instructions of the Goverament. : 

In answer to a resolution of the Legislative Assembly, calling on 
the Secretary of the Treasury for a statement of ‘the amount of 
moneys appropriated by Congress for the use of the Territory 
since its organization, I have received'the statement required, cer- 
tified by the Register of the esum. whicli is aubmatted! for your 


information. 
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The Indians on our extended frontier appear peaceably dispo. 


sed, The Winnebagoes were removed to the west bank of the 
Mississippi in June last. I discover, however, a great unwilling. 
ness on their part to occupy their country, generally called the" 
neutral country ; they appear to entertain a dread from the attacks 
of the Sac and Fox Indians, and it will require a strong mounted 
force to keep the Winnebagoes from returning to the east side of 
the Mississippi to the country north of the Wisconsin river. At 
a talk recently held at Mineral Point with some of the Portage 
chiefs, they expressed a great desire to be permitted not to leave 
the Mississippi, for fear, as they stated, of an attack from their 
enemies, the Sacs and Foxes. J have no doubt many of the 
Portage Indians will return to their old haunts north of the Wis. 
consin and will have to be removed again next spring. There is 
one company of United States dragoons stationed at Fort Craw- 
ford for the purpose of collecting and-forming an escort for the 
removal of the Winnebagoes west. I have no doubt that every 
thing that can be done, will be done by Gen. Brooke, commanding 
officer at Fort Crawford, with the disposable force under his com- 
mand, to keep the Winnebagoes within the limits of their country 
west of the Mississippi, and to restrain them from committing dep- 
redations on the property of the border settlers. 

I submit, for the information of the Legislative Assembly the sa- 
tisfactory reports of the Adjutant General, showing the present 
state of the organization of the militia of the Territory, as well as 
the suggestions made in the report as to changes in the present 
jaws for the government of the militia, which I recommend to your 
favorable consideration. 

In conclusion, fellow-citizens, I trust a spirit of harmony will 
govern your intercourse in your legislative duties, and that nothing 
will arise to prevent that union of feeling and concert of action so 
necessary to advance the happiness and prosperity of the people 
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ef'Wisconsin : and I supplicate the Supreme Ruler of the Universe 

so to direct your deliberations, that they may conduce to these de-

In many parts of the Territory our population 
is rapidly increasing, and in many districts a large proportion of F 
that population may, though citizens of the Territory, be mn 
of this most important right of citizens. Our population is con. 
stantly changing; and in order that all may enjoy equal rights, out 
elections should be frequent, and the persons elected should be 
frequently accountable to their constituents. 

But your committee can see no good reason why the term of 
service of members of the Council should be longer than that of 
members of the House of Representatives. They believe a 
the same reasons exist for shortening the term of each. 

Your committee also believe ‘that the people are competent to | 
govern themselves, and ‘that no good reason can be assigned . 
why Congress should not permit the qualified electors of this Ter. 
ritory to elect all their county officers, both civil and military,’

The first of these question 
has been placed beyond dispute, by the surveys which have beat 
made by the proper officer on the part of the Territory, and of tht 
Canal Company. By the surveys, the project has been found t 
be not only practicable, but feasible. 

Its completion will be a means of creating a large and impor] 
tant commercial and manufacturing town, within the limits of omg 
Territory, whereby every part of that Territory, may be furnished, 
without difficulty, with the productions of foreign countries, in " 
change for our own; at the same time, that it will create a market 
for all our surplus produce, which is already rapidly accumulating, 

It will afford facilities for reaching that market, to a vast extent 
of inland country, which is now comparatively excluded from the 
benefits of a foreign market, and forced to rely almost exclusively | 
on its own resources and productions. | 

It will be a means of securing at least one safe and commodious 
harbor on the western shore of Lake Michigan; for the enterpri. 
sing spirit, which circumstances may check but cannot subdue,

Your committee believe that this is emphatically a Territorial 


work—a work in which the whole Territory is deeply interested. 
And they believe it is the duty of the Legislature to devise means 
to accomplish its construction as rapidly as possible. Congress 
has appropriated a fund for this especial purpose; it has made the 
Territorial Legislature its agent to apply and expend this fund. 
The Legislature has accepted the trust committed to it. It has in: 
duced numerous citizons to purchase its lands and to make im. 
provements thereon, under the supposition, and almost the assur- 
ance, that this work should be speedily completed ; and now shall 
this work be abandoned ? Shall the Territory relinquish this trust?

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Your committee cannot believe it. They believe that the faith g 
the Territory implicitly pledged to those settlers and to the Qep, 
eral Government, will be redeemed. 

Your committee would not, however, for a moment, harbor jh; 
thought that the Territory ought to involve itself in debt to accom. 
plish this work. They wouid not recommend the borrowing: 
singie dollar, without the certair means of repaying it. "They be 
lieve that the fund appropriated by Congress, properly husbandej, 
will complete the work, and that the Territory ought to pledge no. 
thing more—that the example of neighboring States, bending un, 
der the weight of accumulating debts, ought to keep Wisconsin on 
her guard. 

It appears, however, from the report of the canal commissioner, 
that the Territory has sold, of the lands appropriated for the con. 
struction of this work, a quantity amounting in value to more: thai 
$108,000. The interest on this sum, to be paid to the Territory, 
semi-annually, at seven per cent., is ample security for the interest 
which would accrue on a loan of any sum not exceeding $100,000, 

By a communication from the agent of the Territory, appointed 
to negotiate a loan, it appears that the chief obstacle to the sale of 
the bonds heretofore issued, is the fact that they bear interest al 
only six per cent. per annum, whilst purchasers of canal lands pay 
an interest of seven per cent. Your committee believe that no 
good reason exists why the bonds of the Territory should not, if 
necessary, bear the same rate of interest. In order, therefore, to 
facilitate the negotiation of a loan, as heretofore authorized by law, 
they recommend that the law authorizing said loan be so amended 
“as to admit of the payment of an interest of seven per cent. if 
found necessary, on the loan to be made; and, also, authorize the 
‘amount to be deposited at any specie paying bank, wherever it 
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would best suit the convenience of the parties taking up the 
loan.” 

| By the estimates of the chief engineer, it appears that by the 

* substitution of wooden locks in lieu of stone, a saving of $120,000 
would be effected; thereby reducing the cost of the canal to less 


"than $600,000. 
* Believing it to be expedient to put the canal in navigable condi- 


tion in as short a time and with as little expense as possible, your 

; committee would respectfully recommend that the law on this sub. 

ject be so modified as to allow the locks on said canal to be con- 

' structed, in the first instance, of wood instead of stone. 

' Another very important subject, which is presented for the con. 
f sideration of your committee, is the sale and settlement of the ca. 
` nal lands, belonging to the Territory. Under the existing laws, . 

these lands are reserved from sale, and consequently, are prevent- 
ed from being settled upon and improved. It is believed that much 
good would result from the speedy sale of these lands, on condi. 
' tion that such sales should be limited.to actual settlers only, and 
` that a liberal credit should be granted to the purchaser. Under 
, the present laws, no person dares venture to settle upon, and make 
improvements upon the Canal Reserve, for the reason that no time 
is fixed, and no mode established for the sale thereof. Emigrants 
will not risk their means in making Claims there, when they ean 
purchase equally good, and, if the canal should not be constructed, 
better lands, at one half their price. But Jet inducements be held

The expression of opinion just given by this House on my 
official conduct confers much honor on me, and affords me heart- 
felt gratification. Called upon to preside over the deliberations of 
this body, without the benefit or the pleasure of an acquaintance 
with any of its members, except my colleagues, and with them but 
partially, and being but little acquainted with the business of the 
chair, I entered on my duties with an honest distrust in my abili. 
tios, but with a sincero determination to discharge those duties 
with strict impartiality and conformity to parliamentary rules, to 
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the fullest extent that my judgment would enable me. How f 
I have succeeded the vote of this House gives me an evidence gf 
which I feel justly proud. The errors which may have been cop, 
mitted in such a station, where parliamentary law and rules may 
have been immediately required to be acted upon, will, in th 
indulgence of the House, be justly attributed to the want of expe, 
rience, and not to intentionally incorrect action on my part. Th 
assistance which I have received from my fellow members, an 
the kind and forbearing disposition on the various disputed qua. 
tions, of points of order, in which no appeal has been taken fron 
the decisions of the chair, merits and receives my warmest thank, 

Gentlemen, we part-for a limited period, under the expectatio 
and the hope that we may moet again within these or other walks 
of legislation, in the Territory; which may we do in health of body 
and of mind, with feelings af personal friendship and respect, and 
possessing equally the desire of promoting by our mental exertion 
the permanent welfare of our beloved Wisconsin. But in the 
uncertainty of human life it is probable that many of us may never 
more assemble in the business of the world, or meet in the social 
circle, or assemble in the halls of legislation. With the feelings 
naturally produced by such reflections, suffer me, gentlemen, to 
give you collectively and individually a kind and sincere farewell 
May health and happiness attend you home, and in the bosom d 
your respective families. And if it shall be the will of Providence 
that we again assemble here, let us so improve the intervening 
time that our future deliberations may all tend to the one desired - 
end—the welfare and prosperity of Wisconsin. 

Gentlemen, I bid you an affectionate farewell.
